The two stakes to be run at Sheopshcad Bay this afternoon were both Introduced to the racing public 
of N<‘w York in 1SJ»4 ami will cons«*quently be run for the sixteenth time this afternoon. Tlie Long island 
lias always Ik'cii of minor imimrtance wlien compared with sucli races as the Suburban or Com mon wealth, 
but has not lM*en witliout its own attractions and has annually been fouglit out by goml race hors«*s. Tlie 
three placed in its first running. Sir Walter, Riwhe and I>on Alonzo, would liave lx'en accounted liandicap 
lioiM's of high class in any year and in any comiiany. Its next winner, RamaiMi, liad won the Suburban 
Handicap of the year before. Its fourth winner, Clifford, was a grand race liorse east and west, in fact, 
one of the lH*st of American turf history. He ran third to Boundless and St. Lemiards in the memorable 
.\merican lUuTiy of 189M and liis failure to win was a stunning surprise to ids owners ami backers. 
whos<‘ faith in him was such that they deemeil it almost imiM>ssible for him to fall. Other distinguished 
horses triunqiant in the Long Island were Ogden, Bangle, Gold He<*ls, Major Daingcrfield.

CALIFORNIA LAW PUT TO THE TEST. 



Arrests Made for Violation of Walker-Otis Measure 
at Coursing Park as Originally Planned. 

San Francisco, Cal., July 9.— The follow4*rs of rac- 
ing and otlier i>astiincs that were affected liy the 
Walker-Otis anti-hettiiig law should know sihhi 
whetlier tlie framers of the hill left a loophole 4>r 
whither the hill is a hard and fast affair. Jerry 
4)’Sliea. or. as he is hettt*r known, the “Mayor of 
tlie I'otrero,” lias provided a bona fide test of the 
new law. Acting under the advice of attorney Car- 
roll C<H»k. wlio lias been retained by the racing men 
to test the validity of tlie law. 4)’Sliea arranged a 
coursing niatcli at liLs Ingleside Park and three 
arrests resnlt<*d from the betting that went on in 

uineition with the I'onrsing. 

CoriMual Janus J. McEntiu* and R. II. Bi*amer of 
Police Captain Toldn’s command liad liecn dctail4*d 
to make tin* arn*st8 and were on hand when tlie 
first eomers arrived at tlie coursing park, .ferry 
4)’Sliea was .selected as judge, ids son Frank as 
poolseller and stakeliolder and John McKeon and 
Josi‘pli Jones as bettors. S. F. Sniitli of Carroll 
CiMik’s ottici* was in attendance to see that all tiie 
pr»M-i*i*iliiigs were in proi>er form. 

“Tliere is a question of superiority aliout these 
two dogs,” announced Frank O’Sliea. wlien he had 
taken ids place in a jmolseller’s box. “There will 
now he a race. Who wants to bet’?” 

MeKiHin het $1 on one dog ami Jones covered tlie 
lu*t with a dollar on the other. The bettors placed 
Hie money in the poolseller’s liands. who gave them 
tickets therefor. Tin* i>olicemcn stoisl by the box 
and witnessed the making of the bet. After the 
race had b<*en deeidt'd, the poolseller paid over the 
money to the winner. 

Then CoriKwal .McEiitee said; “Frank O’Shea. .John 
MeKeon and JiK-eph Jones, you are under arrest for 
violating a state law.” 

The prisoners were taken in an automobile in 
charge of iMdieeimiu Beamer to the Seventeenth 
street police station, where they were booked for 
violating the anti-l>etting law. 

Later on Jones and MeKeon were released on $25 
liail each and 4)’Slu*a remained in jail. His release 
will lx* songlit on liabeas eorims i»ro<*eedings. in 
order to get the ease liefore the higher courts at 
once. 

Tlie test is in pursuance of plans which were for- 
mulated h.v the racing interests immi*iliately after 
the passage of the Walker-Otis law at last winter’s 
si'ssion of the legislature. 

RACE TRACK TRAINS IN COLLISION. 



SPLENDID OUTLOOK FOR SARATOGA. 



R. T. Wilstm, Jr., Enthusiastic Over Prospects for 
Summer Meeting at the Spa. 

Saratoga, N. Y.. July 9. — “Prospects are bright 
for one of the most sneeessfnl niiilsnmmer meetings 
tliat have been enjoyed in Saratoga in years.” said 
R. T, Wilson. Jr., president of the Saratoga As.*«>- 
eiation, who is here in connection with jircparations 
for the ineeting. 

“Every indication points to a Idg meeting botli 
from a stand|M>int of liigh-elass sport and a large 
attcndanec. Stable rescivatiiuis up to date are 
larger tlian in years before and it has been the 
more prominent men in tin* racing world who liave 
made application for stable riKun. We are expect- 
ing all of the Idg owners here with the exception 
of Mr. Whitney, who is in Europe. However, some 
of his horses will be eoiitemlers Iii Saratoga events. 

“Saratoga is to have uo opposition either from 
trucks in this country or in ('aiiada. There will, of 
course, lie racing across tlic Ixirder during the Sara- 
toga mi*eting. hut Mr. Clyde, who has raced ex- 
tensively ill Canada, has already made reservations 
lien*, and Mr. Seagram has made arrangements to 
ship his string soon. .Mr. Ilendrie. one of the best 
known Caiiadiau horsemen, will also have his b<*st 
runners entered in Saratoga events.” 

Asked eoneerning tlie liettiiig proposition here, 
Mr. Wilson said it was the plan of the Saratoga 
Association to see that the law as interpreted is 
strictly lived up to. 

“Another cireumstanee which, to my mind, will 
attract both the best hor.ses and people to the Spa 
this year is the fact that there will be racing 
every day. Ra(*ing intermittently such as obtained 
at tlie nietro|M>litan tracks this spring and summer 
is not till* most satisfactory kind, and I am sure that 
those Interested in the sport will welcome a full 
return to the old-time style.”

New Y’ork, July 9. — Two race track specials, 
crowiled with racc-g«H*rs. collided at 1:45 o’el«H*k 
this afternoim near the Slieepshead Bay race track 
station. The rear car of a Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
train was partially wrecked, but, excepting for 
minor cuts and bruises, no one was injured. 'Phe 
BnK>klyn Rapid Transit shuttle train wliieli takes 
raee-g«x*rs l)ctwei‘n the Neck Road station and the 
trai'k was crossing the I»ng Island railroad tracks 
whii'h run at right angles to it just as a Ixuig 
Island Railroad race track special aiiproachcd. 3'lie 
Ix*iig Island train engine struck the rear ear of the 
sliuttle and kn<K*ki*d it off the track, Tlie passengers 
were tlirown from their seats. Tliere was a panic 
among tin* passengers in tin* otlier ears and a wihl 
scranihh* to g«*t out. Tin* injured ineludid Vervi 
Rito. .M. F. Lanahey and Mary Haddix-k. all of 
ItriMiklyn. None was injured suttielently to warrant 
being sent to tin* liospital. It is said the wreck 
was proliahly line to the fact tliat tin* gate at the 
crossing was up, thus giving tin* niotorman of the 
slinttle train tin* idea that the way was clear. The 
gatenian disappeared after the accident.

JUDGE ADDINGTON’S POOLROOM DECISION. 



Albany, N. Y., July 9. — In rendering his decision 
that corporations (*onvieted of maintaining ptxilrixmis 
cannot lx* punisli4*d nndi'r the anti-race track gamb- 
ling laws of New York state. County Judge Adding- 
ton. of Albany, treated the matter in this language: 

”It may or may not have lx*en that the legislature 
in 194)8, in amending the statute relating to pool- 
selling. Ixxikmaking, liets and wagers, overhxiked a 
IMM^silde violation by a domestic corporation. The 
legislature no doubt intended to put an end to these 
evils by not making a punishment in the alternative; 
namely, iiupri.sonnient or tine, hut imprisonment 
alone, ami it may have Intended in not jmiviiling 
for a punishment for a corixiration guilty or a viola- 
tion of tliis statute to have the agents, servants 
and employes of such corporations eluirged with the 
violation of the law instead of providing for a fine 
for a etirporation. as in the ease of a felony. 

“The purposi* of the amendment of 1})08 was to 
make the statute more effective by eliminating a 
tine and provide for imprisonment alone. If it was 
provided that a corporation may be fined, it niav he 
the means of making the statute less effective* and 
defeat in part the purixise of the amendment of 
1908.”
